• The Turkish ship in search of oil, Sismik I, 'be- 
gan taking soundings in the eastern Aegean Sea in 
what was described as potentially the most sensitive 
leg of its voyage that has caused friction with neigh- 
boring Greece. 

I “*• The Cuban Communist Party newspaper 
/ Granma accused the CIA and the opposition Jamai- 
I can Labor Party of a “wide ranging plan of destabi-

• Fouad Sherif, an Egyptian Cabinet minister as- 
signed to get the sluggish bureaucracy working 
again, died of exhaustion due to overwork, the 
Egyptian Middle East News Agency reported from 
Cairo. 

• A former premier of South Yemen, Mohammed 
Ali Haitham, was slightly wounded and his driver 
was killed in a Cairo assassination attempt the Mid- 
dle East News Agency said. 
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
